EXPENSIVE WAGON ROAD. 


Most Difficult One to Construct—Cutting 
Throngh Mountains. 

“The most difficult road to construct 

and, I believe, the most expensive 

wagon road in the United States, is 


that connecting the mining towns of 


Silverton and Ouray, in the San Juan 
mining district of my state,” said Mr. 
J. L. McNeil, a ; prominent Denver 
(Col.) railway and mining man, to a 
Washington Post man. ‘One piece of 
this road is cut into the side of a moun- 
tain of solid rock for a distance of sev- 
en miles, and to construct it four years 
of hard work were consumed. To be- 
gin with, there was absolutely no foot- 
hold from which a start could be made, 
but the only practical way of getting 
a road was by cutting through moun- 
tains. The point selected for the start 
was 500 or 600 feet below the top of the 
stone cliff, and men were let down in 
baskets suspended by ropes, and from 
such shaky stations they drilled holes 
in the rock and filled them with 
charges of powder. After more than a 


| month of blasting a ledge was cut into 


the rock large enough for the men to 
work on, and a splendid read, sixteen 
feet in width, was constructed along 
this precipitious ledge. The bed is sol- 
id rock and is used mostly by wagon 
trains and pack animals, carrying ores 
and supplies to and from the mining 
camps in the mountatns. For a dis- 
tance of more than 500 feet straight up

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EXPENSIVE WAGON ROAD. 


Most Difficult One to Construct—Cutting 
Throngh Mountains. 

“The most difficult road to construct 

and, I believe, the most expensive 

wagon road in the United States, is 


-that connecting the mining towns of 


Silverton and Ouray, in the San Juan 
mining district of my state,” said Mr. 
J. L. McNeil, a ; prominent Denver 
(Col.) railway and mining man, to a 
Washington Post man. “One piece of 
this road is cut into the side of a moun- 
tain of solid rock for a distance of sev- 
en miles, and to construct it four years 
of hard work were consumed. To be- 
gin with, there was absolutely no foot- 
hold from which a start could be made, 
but the only practical way of getting 
a road was by cutting through moun- 
tains. The point selected for the start 
was 500 or 600 feet below the top of the 
stone cliff, and men were let down in 
baskets suspended by ropes, and from 
such shaky stations they drilled holes 
in the rock and filled them with 
charges of powder. After more than a 


| month of blasting a ledge was cut into 


the rock large enough for the men to 
work on, and a splendid read, sixteen 
feet in width, was constructed along 
this precipitious ledge. The bed is sol- 


id rock and is used mostly by wagon | 


trains and pack animals, carrying ores 
and supplies to and from the mining 
camps in the mountafns. For a dis- 
tance of more than 500 feet straight up 
is a wall of solid rock, and over the 
edge is a precipitous fall of several 
thousand feet, so that it is necessary 
for the owner to have a steady footing 
while traveling this road. Seven miles 
of road cost $120,000, but the tolls 


which have been regulated by the state 


have never been sufficient to pay the 
owner 1 per cent on his investment. 
Several years ago the state offered $45,- 
000 for the road, which was declined, 
and another offer has just been made 
for it which the owner will probably 
accept. This strange road is the only 
means of communication between Sil- 
verton and Ouray, and there is no prob- 
ability of another being built, as the 
only availabie route for cutting the cliff 
was taken by the engineers who con- 
structed tne remarkable stone path 
around the mountain ledge.” E

GORRILLA’S LACK OF CULTURE 


Have Very Short Thumbs, Which They

The gorilla and chimpanzee, which 
belong to the high order of apes, 
have many points of resemblance ts 
man, but there is one thing they can- 
not do—that is, twiddle their thumbs.

GORRILLA’S LACK OF CULTURE
